Britain Steel 
For Aluminum 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22— 
(INS)—The United States and 
Great Britain agreed Thursday to 
swap scarce steel and aluminum 
to ease critical shortages of the 
metals in both countries. 

Defense Production Adminis- 
trator Manly Fleischmann an- 
nounced the arrangement, the first 
of its kind in the present emer- 
gency, he said he hoped similar 
plans could be worked out on 
other scarce materials. 

The production chief asserted 
that the 11,022-tons of aluminum 
the U. S. will obtain from Britain 
will go a long way toward pre- 
venting stoppages in civilian pro- 
duction in this country early next 
year. 

In return for the aluminum, 
Fleischmann promised to supply 
the British with 71,000 tons of 
steel during the first three months 
of 1952. He also said about 28,500 
tons of German iron and steel 
scrap may be turned over to Brit- 
ain under the plan. 

Fleischmann _ asserted: “The

| BELGRADE, Yugoslavia, Nov. 
22—(4)— An air passenger arriv- 
ing in Vienna from’ Bucharest 
Thursday reported an unarmed 
U. S. Army plane, missing more 
than 72 hours with a diplomatic

The agreement was part of the 


- deal by which the United States 
and the Soviet Union established 
diplomatic relations. Each country 
agreed not to interfere in do- 
mestic affairs of the other. 


SUBVERSIVE ACT CHARGED 


The Russian note charged the 
security act adopted by the las‘ 
Congress provided funds for sub- 
versive activity against the Com- 
munist countries “by persons or 
armed groups.” 

The State Department Wednes- 
day night denied the act was in- 
tended as a weapon against the 
Soviet Union and said the Russian 
note came with “singular ill grace’”’ 
from a country that has sup- 
ported “subversive activity against 
the U. S. and other nations of the 
free world.” 

The Soviet communication to 
Lie now goes to the 14-member 
steering committee of the Gen-' 
eral Assembly. It has power only 
to recommend whether the as- 
sembly should consider it. 

The American delegation had 
no comment. 


‘HOSTILITY INCITED’ 

Vishinsky had _ foreshadowed 
the complaint in his opening ad- 
dress to the General Assembly 
Nov. 8. He said then that in the 
U. S. government leaders, “the 
President, secretaries, and so on 
are inciting hostility to the 
USSR and the countries of the 
people’s democracies day by day.’ 

He did not mention the Mutual 
Security Act at that time, but he 
said “Congress is piling law upon 
law to thwart the desire for peace 
and to create a new world con- 
flagration.”

A Cause for Genuine Alarm 


General Vandenberg has made official a 
fact that has been apparent to those familiar 
with air warfare, that the M'Gs are seriously 
challenging United States air superiority in 
Korea. 

Announcement of United Nations air 
losses, coupled with the fact that night bomb- 
ing was being resorted to, had already well 
established this fact. 

The general also gave official notice to the 
continued buildup of this air might in the 
hands of the Chinese Reds. The fact that the 
source of this power is in Russia and that 
continued stalling over a truce is enabling 
the Chinese to train more pilots, crews, and 
to secure aircraft from an unmolested source 
as rapidly as these pilots and crews can be 
readied is a genuine source of concern. 

The enemy now has about 1,500 planes, 
including some 800 bombers, and the re- 
mainder the latest type Russian jet fight- 
ers, the general discloses. 

The implications of this enemy buildup of 
air power is not something to be lightly dis- 
carded. They are planes of high quality, 
equal to any of ours now in use. On a recent 
attack on a Communist airfield, employing 
eight B-29s, three were shot dawn and the 
remaining five damaged. This loss ratio 1s 
forcing the resort to night bombing, obvious- 
ly, for there comes a time when air losses 
exceed the ratio of replacement possibilities 
and the actual damage inflicted. 

The Germans learned this lesson in World 
War II to their sorrow. The planned invasion 
of Britain did not come off because the luft- 
waffe failed to gain control of the air. Their 
losses in the Battle of Britain were greater 
than their replacement possibilities, so the 
Battle of Britain was lost and with it the 
war. To invade Britain, the Germans needed

Announcement by Gov. Earl Warren, of 
California, that he is a candidate for the 
Presidency, has been followed by a statement 
from the American Medical Association that 
Warren is an advocate of. socialized medi- 
cine. 

The AMA indictment is based on what 
Gov. Warren has had to say recently about 
medical care. 

“We must make it possible for every one 
of our people to protect himself and his 
family from the economic disaster of back- 
breaking hospital and medical bills,” Warren 
said in the radio address. “I believe it is the 
responsibility of the states to undertake to 
help doctors, hospitals and the public they 
serve in the solution... of the problem.” 

Warren said further that “the well-to-do 
can pay for good medical care. The indigent 
receive it from public agencies. But the self- 
reliant workman who contributes so much 
to the building of our country cannot 
bear the financial catastrophe of serious 
illness.’ 

The California governor, says the AMA, 
“repudiates the term ‘socialized medicine’ 
while warmly embracing the substance... a 
common practice among those who seek a 
politically dominated medical system.” 

Mr. Warren himself has denied categori- 
cally that he believes in a socialistic system. 

‘We do not believe in socialized medicine. 
We cannot see the doctors as part of a bu- 
reaucracy. 

But neither do we like to see the medical 
association indict as socialistic those who 
would like to see the American people get a 
better break when it comes to protection 
against the “economic disaster of backbreak- 
ing hospital and medical bills.” 

The California governor is speaking truth 
when he talks of the financial catastrophe of 
serious illness. 

It isn’t becoming for the doctors of this 
nation, whose average annual income is 
$11,000, to hold that such a stand is an en- 
dorsement of socialized medicine.

La Prensa Reopens 
As Chattel Slave 


That great martyr to the cause of free- 
dom, the Argentina néwspaper, La Prensa, 
has reopened. It would have been better had 
it remained closed. 

Hounded out of business by government 
persecution, with its editor driven out of the 
country for daring to oppose the dictator, 
Peron, La Prensa has become a symbol of 
the suppression of free thought and free press 
in both North and South America. 

Its reopening is a shame to the principles 
of a free press. Its néw publishers are the 
Peron-controlled General Federation of La- 
bor, a government-sponsored organization 
which will speak as the government dictates. 

Congratulating the paper, on its reopening 
at his behest and with his permission, Peron 


to immobilize the British Navy, an impossi- 
bility without air supremacy. They did not 
invade because they could not invade. De- 
feat of the Spanish Armada would have been 
inconsequential compared with the slaughter 
they would have suffered. 

We were able to push our amphibious war 
to the very seg of Tokyo with minimum 
losses because of Navy and Army control of 
the skies. 

General Vandenberg outlined some of our 
difficulties in Korea as a result of this growing 
air power. His statement is, In a sense, a 
warning. If the truce talks fail—and there 
is no indication that a 30-day cease fire will 
result in a permanent cessation of hostilities 
in Korea—there will be greater difficulties 
for the United Nations in Korea. 

We hope that our military authorities 
are preparing for this eventuality with coun- 
termedsures to prevent their gaining aerial 
superiority and the initiative which goes with 
it. Our war in Korea could become much 
tougher. 

Unless a truce is reached, we are faced 
with the necessity of hitting the enemy's now 
immune airfields in Manchuria, his gasoline 
supply dumps and lines of supply. Without 
a world conflict, we cannot hit the source of 
his aircraft, Soviet Russia. 

Whether or not a truce is arranged, we 
must have an Air Force second to none, to- 
gether with Marine and Navy air arms to 
meet any challenge. We cannot afford to lose 
any more time in building to meet this threat, 
not only to our troops in Korea, but to our 
national security as well. 

Gaining of Red air strength in Korea {s 
a cause for genuine alarm, as is the buildup 
of Red China as a major air power of the 
world.

Why the Delay 


In Arms to Europe? 


Defense Secretary Lovett has revealed 
that dollar value of U. S. military shipments 
to Europe represents only about 18 per cent 
of funds available for the program. 

The lag in deliveries of these vital weap- 
ons for the defense of the West 1s regrettable. 
There should be no reason for further delays, 
but a look at the record will reveal why the 
program is so far behind schedule. 

Total funds available up to June 30, 1952, 
is $10,300,000,000. The 1950-'51 appropriation 
was $5,000,500,000. Military shipments dur- 
ing the first two years of the mutual aid pro- 
gram ending in September, 1951, however, 
amounted to only $982,600,000. 

The American public has been under the 
impression that rearming of Western Europe 
was proceeding on schedule. It is difficult 
to understand why the true facts have been 
hidden. 

Rearmament of the United States itself 
has been one of the reasons. Production has 
béen at such a pace that there simply are not 
enough arms to provide the needs of both 
the United States and Europe. 

Indications are that the tools for arming 
these Western European armies will roll off 
the lines in increasing quantities next véar. 
Will that be time enough? 

In our race with time, it seems that we 
in the United States have forgotten that this 
time may run out on us. Our insistence on 
business as usual while faced with as great 
a threat as we have met in our history is 
certainly flirting with disaster. Our failure 
to adopt the measures necessary to guarantee 
our security and that of the free world while 
we still can doesn’t make sense. 

During the next year, the American peo- 
ple are going to have to do without a lot of 
things if production goals are to be met.

In Korea, girls don’t publicize 
themselves. When they an- 
nounce their weddings, there is 
no “accompanying” photograph, 

That’s why Martha Kim, 
Agnes Scott student, argued 
against having her photograph 
taken and the staff photograph- 
er did plenty of persuading. 

“Korea is not the backward 
country pictured in movies.” 
said Miss Kim, a native of Seoul, 
capital of South Korea. 

But women do not have equal 
rights with men yet. 

“Our women just got the vote 
in 1946, after the liberation,” 
she says. “Now more of them 
are being educated.” 

By the same token, Korean 
women are more. protected 
than Americans, says the petite, 
pretty brunette. 

Onlv her camera-shyness and 
stumbling use of English dif- 
ferentiate her from American 
college girls.
